PHILIPPINE AFFAIRS. 


SYNOPSIS OF NEXT REPORT. 
(NY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—The report 
of the Philippine Commission will not 
reach Washington for a month, but a 
synopsis of it has been cabled to the 
War Department for Secretary Rot 
to use in his annual report. This brief 
abstract will not be made public until 
the Secretary's report ts published. It 
is known, however, that the commis- 
sion will make strong recommenda- 
tions regarding the currency. which at 
present is in a deplorable state. The 
continued depreciation of the silver 
currency. until it is worth $2.50 for $1 
in gold. has caused a great loess to the 
Philippine government, estimated at 
$1,000,000 during the past six months. 
The commilesion believes that the cur- 
reney should be established on a gold 
basis, as the only safe and sure Way 
in which the. financial effairs of tho 
islands can be ppt in order. 

Gov. Taft a'ways has been in fa cor 
cf further tariff concessions to the Phii- 
ippines, and it is belfeved that he will 
recommend that the rate, which is now 
75 per cent. of the Dingley rate, should 
be made 25 per cent., in order to en- 
courage commerce between the islancs 
and the United States. 

Gov. Taft has also been In favor of 
a modification of the Chinese exclusion 
laws, as applied to the Philippines, and 
belleves that the commission should 
be allowed diecretion in the matter of 
admitting “hinere labor. There is 
also reason to believe that the commis- 
Man thinks greater latitude should be 
permitted in the matter of franchises, 
asa grant of 5000 acres to one concern 
is not eufficient to induce capital in 
large amounts to engage in develop- 
ments in the islands. 

It ia not probable that Secretary Root 
will make any Inaistent regulations re- 
goriling the Philippines. but will lay 
before Congress the report wen it 
comes, with such approval as he thinks 
necessary at the present time. It is 
sald the Secretary is not dienosed to 
have many changes made in the pres- 
ent Phil'pnire laws. ae he believes thet 
sufficient time should be allowed to see 
whether conditions will not adjust 
themselves in a satisfactory manner.

Mitchell responded that it was the 
very fathers and husbands of these 
people who had themselves made their 


families lives unendurable. 


MacVeagh, drawing himself closer to 
where the witness was sitting, said to 
him: “If such cases are shown you un- 
tll you grow weary of them, as I will 
show you, will you then agree to take 
@rastic, thorough-colng, effective meas- 
ures to root it out as you would any 
other deadly, unmanly, un-American, 
cowardly practice?’ 

This question Mitchell anewered by 
saying that people have a perfect right 
te do whatever they choose, provided 
they come within the law. 

GETTING CLOSE HOME. 

When asked if he countenanced the 
stoppage of funerals, the preventing of 
physicians attending a non-unionist 
or any member of his family, Mitchell 
deciared that he did not.

“As a general proposition,” said Mr. 
Mitchell, “I should say no. It ie going 
to an extreme which no labor organiza- 
tion advocates,’ He said, however, 
that under some conditions it would im- 
pair the efficiency of the teacher be- 
cause the pupils, the children of the 
men on strike, would not obey, and 
therefore it was proper to petition for 
the teacher's removal, at least, until 
the matter should be quieted down. 

Mitchell, in response to questions by 
MacVeagh and Judge Gray, replied 
that a member of a trades union who 
was a member of State militia should 
not escape service, but should willingly 
perform all the duties of citizenship, 
and accept all the responsibilities that 
go with ther. 

At the afternoon session the quer- 
tion of boycott was taken up again, and 
MacVeagh pressed Mitchell hard for a 
straight-out expression on boycotts, 
The attorney 4 a Met of fourteen 
men who were killed during the strike, 
and Mitchell said that a number of 
these were killed by coal and iron po- 
lice, and that of the fourteen, ten of 
them did not belong to the union. 

A list of the seriously injured was 
also put in evidence by Mr. MacVeagh. 
DYNAMITE AND VIOLENCE. 

Judge Gray took a hand in the ex- 
amination and asked Mitchell: 

“In how large a degree does the suc- 
cess of a strike depend upon the exist- 
ence of such a reign of terror or such 
conditions as have been characterized 
as intolerable?” 

“I should say,” Mitchell replied, “that 
its success would not be dependent 
upon it at all. The very conditions al- 
leged would be to reduce the chances 
of winning the strike.” 

“In my judgment,” he continued, 
“violence never congaputea to the suc- 
cess of a strike, because it loses for 
those on strike the sentiment of the 
public.” 

Judge Gray: It has an influence on 
those who are willing to work in deter- 
ring them from work, has it not? 

Mitchell: I have no doubt it does de- 
ter them to a limited degree. I do not 
think any of the anthracite men were 
deterred from work who would work, 
for the reason that in the vicinities 
where the largest number of troops 
were, there were no disturbances of our 
men. So it would indicate that the 


feared to go to work, although a man 


may have been deterred because of | 


ostracism. 

“I do not think.“ Mitchell replied to 
a question, “that the mines could have 
been started this winter, or any time 
during the summer, even in the ab- 
sence of one act of lawlessness. I do 
not believe a sufficient number of men 
would have returned to work on the 
wages paid for a year.” 

Mitchell, after further questions, said 
that any man who would use dynamite 
for the purpose of destroying property 
ought to be sent to the penitentiary, 


an operator or anybody else. He sa 
a miner was well versed in the use of 
dynamite and knew when it could be 
exploded without injury. 

“It is a peculiar thing.” said he, “that 
no one was hurt, no building blown up. 
The miners, if they wanted to blow up 
property, knew how to do it.” : 

“Don't you see you have given your 
whole case away? inquired Mac- 
Veagh, 

“I don't see how,” responded Mitchell.

Both parties announced that they 
courted the investigation, and it will 
be referred to a special committee of 
five, two to be selected by President 
Giompers, two by President Shaffer and 
the four to choose a fifth. , 

After the adjournment President 
Shaffer asserted with great emphasis: 
“The entire thing is a scheme to injure 
me and to discredit me so that I can- 
not be reélected. I had no part in the 
presentation of the resolution offered 
by Sheridan, and I believe that he and 
Gompers are in collusion regarding it.“ 

When this was shown to Sheridan he 
denied that there was any codperation 
between himeelf and President Gom- 
pers. The latter said: “Shaffer may be 
entirely correct when he says he does 
not desire the introduction of the reso- 
lution, but it is utterly false that I am 
in collusion with Sheridan or anybody 
else in this matter.” 

A resolution that before any union 
shall make a demand for a change of 
wages and conditions it be referred to 
the central body fer action was re- 
ported adversely by the Committee on 
Roycotts, to which the resolution was 
reterred, and its action was sustained 
by the convention. 

ENEMIES TALK MORE. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 17.—The gen- 
eral opinion among the delegates is 
that Shaffer is not in an advantageous 
position. The resolution came as a 
surprise, the delegates having no 
knowledge of the matter until just be- 
fore the convention opened. Whatever 
proof of his charges he may have 
elsewhere, he has by his own admis- 
sion none with him. His only reli- 
ance to uphold the burden of proof, 
which is on him, is his personal nar- 
rative of the great steel strike of 
1901. He said late this afternoon: 

“I was taken wholly unaware in this 
matter. I had not discussed’ the 
charges which I made before the last 
convention of our union, the United 
Iron, Steel and Tin Workers at 
Wheeling, W. Va., with Delegate 
Sheridan. I only knew one hour be- 
fore the opening of the convention 
that the resolution would be introduecd. 
It looks to me as though Mr. Sheridan 
and Mr. Gompers were in collusion 
and by facing me to bring charges 
which thev think I cannot subetan- 
tiate, to discredi: me before the mem- 
bers of the Amalgamated Association, 
so that I cannot be re@lected to the 
head of that organization. Then, too, 
I tried to prevent the election of Mr. 
Sheridan as a delegate to this con- 
vention and that may have something 
to do with the case. 

“The charges I made against Mr. 
Gompers were included in a little 
pamphlet which I sent out after the 
settiement of the strike in 1901. 1 
claimed that we were entitled to the 
ald of the American Federation of 
Labor, and inasmuch as we did not get 
it, charges were made that President 
Gompers had acted in a manner un- 
friendly to the cause of organized labor. 

Jam confident that the members of 
our organisation are too loyal to be 
drawn away by any such proceedings 
as this, and I am not worrying about 
the matter in the least.“ 

Gompers said: The charges cannot 
be upheld becauge there is no truth in 
them. The best years of my life have 
been given to the cause of organized 
labor, and I have never had a thought 
or performed any action which was not 
intended for its advancement. I wel- 
come an investigation. There has been 
no collusion between Mr. Sheridan and 
myself regarding the presentation of 
his resolution. I knew it was coming 
and so did Mr. Shaffer. My hope is 
that the special committee will act 
promptly and that its report may fol- 
low closely upon the charges.”

a bald pate, covered with an imper- 
vious cap or hat? 

HAT ACCUMULATES HEAT. 

“Why—but don't you need some pro- 
tection against the direct rays of the 
sun?” objects our friend “Hearsay.” 
Yes, and shoul! give ourselves the full 
benefit of it, wherever attainable. It is 
worth while to take a detour for the 
sake of tree shade, a roundabout trail 
through the woods, rather than roast 
in the glare of a treeless pike road. Leaf 
shade does mitigate sun heat; caps and 
hats do nothing of the kind. The 
3 fact is that they aggra- 
vate it. 

A felt hat and a stout cloth cap 
(waterproof, almost, and certainly alr- 
proof) partly holds back the exhala- 
tions of the ecalp pores and gathers 
animal warmth in summer, ust as 
much as in winter. but besides, it 
partly also transmits sun heat, and ac- 
cumulates its effects on the principle 
of an attic roof that makes the atmos- 
phere beneath almost insupportable 
while a carpenter at work on the out- 
side would enjoy the benefit of every 
stirring air current. 

The test of a thermometer—there are 
small-sized ones of the self-registering 
tariety—would reveal some unexpected 
facts and prove that the air tmpris- 
oned between a hat and the owner's 
skull often rises half a hundred degrees 
above that of the breeze cooled atmos- 
phere. 

PROPER WINTER HEADWEAR. 

But in the blizzard season—does not 
our North American climate make @ 
head protector rather acceptable? Un- 
speakably so, where protection does 
protect. A Mackinaw hood, cloth-cov- 
ered and fleece-lined, and muffling up 
the wearer's chin, ears and nos, leav- 
ing just interspace enough for a gleam 
of light in the altitude of the eyes, is 
worth every penny of its price, but a 
etif hat, protecting nothing but the 
nature-protected scalp—a uniform cap, 
om worst of all, 4 stove pipe? One 
might just as well procure a section 
of sheet-iron stove pipe and carry it 
around by way of faith cure charm. 

Shams of that sort warm nothing but 
those parts of the skull that never feel 
cold while their hair sticks to its roots. 
Prof. Liebig of Giessen, Germany, in- 
vented a freezing mixture, which in 
two seconds will turn a cubic foot of 
water into a chunk of hard ice, and it 
ls possible that a shower of that com- 
pound might make a man feel cold on 
top of his head. Rain, snow and storms 
cannot do it. The weather-proof com- 
fort of the upper scalp furnishes some- 
thing like a key to the mystery of such 
phenomena as a couple of Newfound- 
landers romping in the midst of a snow 
tornado or shaggy musk-oxen browsing 
complacently in a moss patch while the 
frost of an arctic winter turns their 
breath into a spray of snowflakes. 

Nature's plan of protection does an- 
swer its purpose where textile arts fail. 
but only that abundantly well-sheltere ! 
part of the head gets the additional 
teguments of fashionable headwear.

IS LOCATED. 


— 


Dr. Bowers Announces 
Just Where. 


— 


Declares it «Concave 
Abutting Sphere.” 


Sensatienal Scene at Church 
of the Nazarene Last 
Evening. 


Dr. Bowers of this city 
thinks he has located heaven. Fur- 
thermore, he says it is hollow. 

Dr. Bowers is an examiner of the 
State Mining Bureau. He is a geolo 
gist, an astronomer and a believer in 
the inspiration of the scriptures. 

Dr. Bowers made known his “dis- 
covery” at a meeting of the Church 
of the Nazarene, last evening, and a 
sensational scene followed. By many 
the doctor's dictum was hailed as the 
greatest revelation made since the 
New Era dawned. 

Dr. Bowers couched his declaration 
in scientific terms. He said he had 
submitted his theory to five learned 
pedagogues, and it had laid them fla: 
on their backs—that is, they had been 
unable to controvert him. 

The gentlemen who are unable to 
answer his questions and who, he 
said, have tacitly admitted their de- 


feat, are: Prof. E. E. Barnard, the 
noted astronomer; Prof. 8. W. Burn- 
ham of Chicago, ditto; Prof. ©. A. 


Young of the Princeton observatory; 
Prof. James E. Keeler, director of 
Lick Observatory; Prof. Simon New- 
comb of the Naval Observatory, Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

The lecture has been prepared by 
Dr. Bowers after fourteen years of 
study, he says, and is now mentioned 
in the public press for the first time. 
Dr. Bowers is an active member of 
the Church of the Nazarene (Los An- 
geles street.) and it was by request of 
Rev. Dr. Phineas F. Bresee and others 
in the Nazarene group that it was 
given last evening. 

The hall was filled by half a thou- 
sand persons. The effect of the lec- 
ture upon the audience was “elec- 
trical,” and stirring scenes were wit- 
nessed. 

After talking for abeut half an hour 
upon “The Wonders of Astronomy,” 
confining himeelf to the solar system 
and the conjectured universe beyond, 
Dr. Bowers said: 

“In the very nature of things, there 
must come a time in our outward 
flight (of imagination) when we have 
reached the outer verge of created 
things. Let us, for example. suppose 
that the glowing suns which are 
brought to view by our highest mag- 
nifying telescopes, whose light re- 
quires five millions of years to reach 
us, are the frontier worlds of the un- 
verse. Now, we can conceive by what 
means they are kept from darting off 
through space by the attraction of mil- 
lions of interior worlds, but what pre- 
vents them from falling toward the 
center of the universe? 

[It seems to me that. first, either 
God puts forth a continual miracle 
to save a catastrophe (a thing He 
never does.) or. second, there must 
be matter outside these bodies to keep 
them in their places. 

“If the latter, it must be a concave 
ephere, surrounding the universe = of 
stars. To the force and motion within, 
there must be a counter-force and mo- 
tion without. A force counteraccing 
gravity is the only force we can con- 
ceive to prevent the aggregation of 
suns, planets and systems. 

“Some would account for this by 
centripetal and centrifugal force: but, 
while these forces may keep a eys- 
tem like ours in its place, and ten 
thousand other interior systems, they 
are inadequate to keep the frontier or 
outward systems in theirs. Others 
have claimed projectile force as ade- 
quate; but this is an accidental force 
which cannot be applied to natural lau 
governing metter and especially to the 


great clockwork of the skies. 
“Without such boundary, I cannot 
conceive how In harmony can be 


avolded—a thing Inconsistent with that 
Divine Reing who creates all things 
In the realm of nature. 

HEAVEN CONCAVE. 

“Were I to assert that in this con- 
cave sebutting ephere the Christian will 
find his ultimate aboce, I would cer- 
tainly transcend any positive knowl- 
edge conferred by the book of nature 
or the Book of Revelation. Yer | 
seems clear to my mind that both sug- 
gest it, and I hesitate not to aésvert 
it as within the bounds of reason and 
possibility. 

“The Hebrew word ‘galgal,’ which is 
translated ‘heaven,’ literally means ‘a 
wheel,” and expresses rotary move- 
ment. It ts also expressive of the cir- 
cle of heaven, fitting our idea of a 
concave sphere. 

“We may also take the Latin word 
‘coeljum’ (heaven) and ve will. find 
that the primary notion is a covered 
or vaulted space. It is akin to our 
word ‘hollow. The Jews held the 
abode of the saints to be the ‘coelum 
angeliferum, or heaven of heavens, 
where the angels reside beyond the 
starry univérse, corresponding to the 
‘third heaven’ of St. Paul. Moses and 
other Hebrew writers speak of it is 
the -heaven of heavens. Thus you will 
perceive that in relation to the ety- 
mology of the word, one of the He- 
brew and one of the Latin forms of 
expression favor our idea of a concave 
or hollow sphere. 

SAVANTS PUZZLED. 

“Adopting the theory that in the 
multiplicity of counsel there is safety, 
I opened correspondence with five of 


the most eminent astronomers of 
America, in which I set forth my 
views.” 


Dr. Bowers at this point quoted his 
leter inviting the learned gentlemen 
to discuss the question.

“Prot. E. E. Barnard, the noted as- 
tronomer, wrote from Morcambe, Eng., 
where he was Visiting: ‘The subject 
which you mention is of very great in- 
terest, but I do not feel capable of un- 
dertaking discussion of it at present.’

“Prof. C. A. Young of the Observg- 
tory at Princeton, X. J., could not an- 
swer the question, but thought a shell 
or concave sphere of uniform thickness 
would have no attractive power. This 
was simply begging the question, as 1 
had made no such contention. If the 
stars are surrounded by an abutting 


sphere, its vastness would destroy all 


apparent concavity and it might con- 
tain mountains thousands of miles 
high. 

“Prof. James EF. Keeler, director of 
the Lick Observatory, while unable to 
answer my questions and arguments, 
thought them defective in the fact that 
I contended for finality; in other words, 
that there is such a thing as an end 
of creation or the universe. His con- 
tention is weak, for the human mind 
can conceive of nothing less than this. 
It strikes me as an effort to brush aside 
a question he cannot answer. 

“Perhaps the most candid reply was 
that of the venerable Prof. Simon New- 
comb of the Naval Observatory, Wash- 
ington City. He said: ‘I do not know 
anything about this subject and can- 
not well find out.’ 

“Job described the vaulted heaven as 
‘strong as metal’ (xxxvii, 18.) Daniel 
and other prophets describe it as trans- 
parent, like pellucid sapphire, and 
splendid as crystal, over which rests 
the throne of God. In it the stars are 
fixed like golden gems. 

“John speaks of the Christian's home 
as a place of unending day. where the 
shadows. of night nevef fall. A world 
like this we are contemplating. It is 
the only one of which my mind can 
conceive, where darkness never comes,

Terrific Explosion Kills Two and In- 
jures Ten Persons in Depot Confiagra- 
tion at Bell City, Ala.

BIRMINGHAM (Ala Nov. 
fire whith broke out in the freight 
depot of the Southern Railway at Pell

ters trade. It was in boom times. 
business was brisk, and the father 
made money, providing very comtort- 
ably for his family, which consisted 
of the son, John, who was just then 
finishing up a college course in the 
East, and a daughter, who is now Mrs. 
Frederick Black of Santa Ana. All 
the money not actually spent for the 
living expenses was carefully saved 
for future investment, and after the 
little bank account had grown to quite 
respectable proportions, it was in- 
vested in mining stocks, an African 
property which looked very safe. The 
mines were located near New Ham- 
burg, a settlement of the Transvaal. 

After many weary months of walt- 
ys. without a word or letter to 
the fate of his precious investment, Mr. 
Smithers decided to go after his pos- 
sessions, since money was rather easy 
with him at the time. Thus he h 
to have a pleasure trip and a business 
all in one. 

our years ago he left Los 

sailing from New York for — — 
in September, 1898. Since that time not 
a word has been heard of his where- 
abouts, nor has any message, direct or 
indirect, ever been received from him. 
The steamer on which he took 
reached port in safety, and the records 
show that he was among the passen- 
gers. Whether he ever landed, or 
whether his fate is another of the 
strange mysteries of the sea, will 
never be known, in all probability. 

Had the elder Smithers remained 
here, all would have been well. Early 
in the year 1900 a letter came addressed 
to him, sent by the officials of the 
company, in which he had invested, 
and inclosing, not only a check for a 
large dividend, but also a splendid of- 
fer to buy his interest out. Acting as 
his father’s agent, young Mr. Smith- 
ers immediately took passage for Af- 
rica. Once there, he found the mine 
a paying proposition, and closed out 
the family’s interest for a good sum, 
after explaining the strange features 
of the case to the directors of the com- 


pany. 

The elder Smithers had never ap- 
peared at New Hamburg at all. There 
was no record of his landing at Cape- 
town. The steamship officials remem- 
bered nothing concerning him. 

Knowing that his father’s people 
lived in England, the disappointed son 
immediately betook himself there. In 
Liverpool, where his aged mother still 
lives, nothing was known. Finally, 
some person of verdant imagination 
told the anxious son that a man of 
the same general appearance and the 
same name had just gone to India 
with the Royal Artillery. Young 
Smithers found such an enlistment at 
the Royal Office, and on the forlorn 
hope took passage to Calcutta. Here

Here the hunted soldier was found 
a very young man, scarcely older than 
the searcher himself!

Protest Against Dumpy Cars and 
Bread-gauge Tracks—Ask the Council 
to Declare Franchise Forfeited to Give 
Traction Company a Chance. 


Property ownere on Macy and ad- 
joining streets yesterday petitioned the 
fauneil to declare forfeited one of the 
valuable franchises belonging to the 
HMantington-Heliman syndicate. The 
franchises in question runs from Temple 
Fleck over Main street, Macy street 
and Mission road to the County Hospi- 
tal. 

it „ alleged that Macy street was 
widened to accommodate the railway 
rompany, and that the citizens went to 
Great expense to secure. adequate 
Street-rallws~ service. The franchise 
Was granted with the proviso that 
care should be run as often as every 
fifteen minutes. Petitioners recite that 
the railway company has suspended 
the regular service and i« only run- 
ming half-houriy cars. Objection § is 
made te the wide-gauge tracks which 
the company has bullt. The prospect of 
having to ride in the small Brookiyn- 
avenue cars is very distasteful to the 
The com- 
maunivation, which is self-explanatory, 
fs an follows: 

“We the undersigned residents and 
Property owners of that part of the 
city lying between Main street and 
Miesion road and near Macy street 
meat earnestiy dexire to call your at- 
tention to the following facts: 

“The Pasadena and Pacific Rallway 
Company hare been operating a 
Street-car Un from this city to Pasa- 
Gena by way of Main and Macy streets 
and Mission road for several years un- 
der several franchises, and pretended 
franchises, one of which was granted 


‘for Main street from Temple to Macy 


street; on Macy street to Mission road, 
a * Mission road to the County Hos. 
tal. 

“About one week ago the company 
abandoned that part of the route lying 
Detween the intersection of Main ind 
Macy streets and the County Hos- 
pital and is now runni ites cars 
te and from Pasadena over Main street 
and Kast Main street. Said franchise 
was granted for a continuous street- 
rar service at intervals of not less than 
fifteen minutes, from early morning 
until 11 o'clock p.m., by nid ‘company.

“Your petitioners are further in- 
formed and believe that sald company 
fa about to operate over said Macy 
Street, the little ‘dumps’ and semi-occa- 
sional cars of the Hrooklyn-street line, 
Which now goes by way of Aliso strett. 

“We remind your honorable body that 
Mary street was widened and improved 
by us at enormous expense solely for 
the purpose of succommodating said 
Street-car line. 

“We call your attention to the fact 
thal even the franchise which tncludes 
Mary street, ix continuous from the 
Teniple Block to the County Hospital, 
that the changes made by said com- 
pany even cut that short franchise into 
three pieces, in utter deflance of law.

That erstwhile delectable old fiddler, 
William Henry, who folled the police 
when arrested for vagrancy by put- 
ting in the plea that he had a legal 
right to beg, got his third dose of jus- 
tice yesterday. It was only on Thurs- 
day that he got out of jail and on Sat- 
urday night he was again in the tolls, 
and Justice Austin took mercy on him 
and sent him below for ten days 
more. 

To a wreck of a man, such as Wil- 
liam Henry, it Is a mercy to put him 
where drink cannot find him. He will 
be recalled as the alcohol fiend who 
claims to have traveled all over the 
United States as a violinist and vocal- 
ist. He has but a thumb and little 
finger on his right hand, but the 
frozen look that tinged his flesh when 
he first fell under the police net has 
in a great measure disappeared. It 
was thought that the sudden shutting 
off of the stimulant might have a se- 
rious effect upon him, but from ap- 
pearances it has been decidedly bene- 


ficial. He ought to emerge from his 
present imprisonment «a confirmed 
Prohibitionist. 


Henry yesterday plead for a chance 
to get out of town, but on three dif- 
ferent occasions he has shown himself 
to be wenpable of keeping sober for 
a single day.

C. W. Former, who drove recklessly 
over the street at Fourth and Spring, 
when traffic crowded the thoroughfare 
between 5 and 6 o'clock on Saturday 
evening.

Many more examples of the same 
character are needed, as it is at that 
time of day next to impossible to cross 
the streets or board cars without risk- 
ing one’s life, on account of the incon- 
siderate drivers of horses and auto- 
mobiles.

RIM DEATH HORROR 
ON NEVADA DESERT. 
— 
WATER OF AN ARSENIC SPRING 
KILLS PROSPECTORS. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Nov. 17.—The 
grim: hideous desert, where men have 
famished by the score. has claimed sev 
eral more victims. This time it was 
not horrible thirst that killed, but the 
fact that the men found water. It was 
heavily charged with arsenic and the 
bodies of those who quaffed were left 
beside the deadly spring. 

The discovery was made in Southern 
Nevada by Henry Arneil, well known 
all over the desert minine district. an! 
a party of mining prospectors, and 
they brought the news today. 

The party, headed by Arneil. had 
been prospecting in Nevada. and was 
on its way to this city, by way of Mor- 
mon Springs. When near what was 
supposed to be Timber Mountains, the 
prospectors were attracted to a spring 
by the heavy growth of vegetation 
around it, which could be seen 
for miles. Upon nearing it they were 
startled to find, first a part of a hu- 
man skeleton, and a little fartber on. 
the remains of several other skeletons, | 
showing that an entire party had per- 
ished there. 

The finding of Dbieaching human 
bones on the great waste is not an 
event that creates much excitement in 
this region, the discovery of the re- 
mains of an entire party caused won- 
der and speculation amone the pros- 
pectors, and especially as they had met | 
death so near a plentiful water sup- 
ply. No sooner, however, had 4 21 
and his party drunk of the water. than 
they understood what laid low the un- 
fortunate party. All were seized with 
cramps, some of the men sufferi:fg in- 
tensely. Suspecting that the water 
contained a mineral poison, Arneil 
cautioned the men against touching it, 
and taking a water can as a sample, 
brought it io this city, and p'aced it 
in the hands of a chemist for analysis.

The men whose dried-out frames v ere 
found are supposed to have been pros- 
pectors, who likely had been congratu- 
lating each other an hour betior the 
end of the good fortune thai brougat 
them to water.

GEN. NEW SAYS HE’LL REACH 
HONOLULU AND ALASKA. 
| 
Officials Pleased With Pedro- 
Avalon Service, and C Re- 


moval of General Offices from Denver 
to Los Angeles. 


SAN PEDRO, Nov. 17.—Gen. A. L. 
New, general manager of the Pacific 
Wireless Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, and F. W. Armstrong of 
Denyer, general superintendent. ar- 
rived last evening. from Avalon, where 
they have ben inspecting their station, 
Both officials say that operations will 
begin at an early date on the extension 
of the system. According to Gen. New 
the company is handicapped, owing to 
the failure to secure wire ani other 


material for the establishment of more 


stations. 

Gen. New states that his company 
has applied for a patent on a new re- 
ceiver, which is superior to anything 
yet invented. The designer is Mr. 
Swenson, head electrician of the “wire- 
less. who, together with Chief Engi- 
neer Merriott, succeeded in getting up 
a system of wireless telegraphy that is 
claimed to surpass the Marconi lnven- 
tion, in that messages may be sent and 
received under all atmospheric condi- 
tions. 

“We are satisfied that our system of 
wireless pr hee A is superior to any 
other in the world,” said Gen, New, 
“and it will now only be a matter of a 
short while before we establish com- 
munication with Alaska and Honolulu. 
Our stations between White's Point 
and Avalon have proven to be very 
complete in every respect, and among 
the many messages already trans- 
mitted both ways since the beginning 
of commercial operations, several 
months ago, there has never been oc- 
casion to repeat one of them.” 

Gen. New states that the new re- 
ceiver invented by Mr. Swenson is the 
most unique thing of its kind ever 
introduced. He says that a message 
coming over the system may be heard 
distinctly all over the operating-room, 
notwithstanding the fact that it is re- 
ceived through a tube resembling that 
of the telephone receiver. By the use 

the new receiver, it is sald that the 
coherer may be abolished altogether. 

Mr. Armstrong is highly pleased 
with the “wireless,” this being his first 
trip to the stations. He says that the 
company is considering the advisabil- 
tiy of removing its general offices to 

Angeles, owing to the growing 
field that confronts the system.

HIN-TOPPED BRIDGE 
IN SANTA MONICA. 


—--o—_— 
OF STEEL DO WORK OF 
MUCH CEMENT. 

2ͤ—ͤ— 
Only Six-inch Thickness for Crown 
of Sixty-foot Arch—Steam Plow Does 
- Labor of Many Horses—New School 


SANTA MONICA, Nov. 17.—The 
bridge which is going up for the city 
on Ocean avenue southerly from the 
pavilion embraces a striking feature of 
construction, which is rare in this part 
of the country. The plans call for an 
arch structure of concrete. Uusually in a 
bridge of that kind, when there ts a 
considerable span, as in this one, where 
one of the reaches is sixty feet and the 
other sixty-six, a massive piece of work 
is expected. 

This work is massive in its founda- 
tions, but at the crown of the arch over 
the sixty-foot span the concrete under 
where the driveway is to be will be only 
six inches thick. Under the part of the 
bridge to be occupied by the electric 
railroad, the crown of the arch will be 
only twelve and one-half inches thick. 

To the uninitiated such a thin crown 
of concrete would appear unsafe for 
bearing the heavy burdens to which the 
structure will be subjected. It is said, 
however, that the bridge will really be 
stronger than if it were made of con- 
crete alone, and several times as thick. 
The requir@d strength: is afforded by a 
system of steel rods interlaced with the 
concrete work. The rods are in part of 
five-eighths-inch steel, and in part of 
half-inch steel. Long rods will be bent 
to conform with the curye of the arch, 
and others will be laid crosswise at fre- 
quent intervals. 

The interlact of the steel 
which will be buried in the cement 
work, is according to what is known as 
the Monier system of concrete construc- 
tion. The rods afford great strength to 
the structure, and render it unnecessary 
to strain the bridge so severely with 
the weicht of its own matelal. 

It is expected that the bridge will be 
completed in about three months, Carl 
Leonardt is the contractor and M. 
Klassen is in charge of the construc- 
tion. 


PLOWING BY STEAM. 
There is consternation among the 
horses and mules, which, for many 
years, have been lords of the agricu!- 
tural realm east of town. The chauf- 
feur idea, which gained a fcothold last 
summer in the harvest fields, has been 
introduced into the plowing operations, 
The big oil-burning traction engine 
purchased for Shee Bros. last summer 
has been attached to the plow, or to 
a gang of plows, and is turning over 
the soll at the rate of fifty acres per 
ten-hour day. It performs the la on of 
forty animals, and requires the ferv- 
ices of four men instead of eight. 

The traction engine for plowtie ard 
harvesting was purchased as a matter 
of self-protection,” said a ranchman to 
day. who is not directiv interested in 
the enterprise. “The high prices de- 
manded for labor ani the une ruin 
quelities of many of the hands em- 
ploved on the ranches have brovg tt 
about the present concitions, The men 
required for the operation of the trac- 
tion engine and the farming appa an 
that goes with it. are of a more reliable 
lass. They must be exvrerta in their 
line, and they have profetsional repu- 
tations to sustain. Thev eet fool 
wages and it is to their Interest to 
stick to their posts, and not leave their 
places vacant at ſust the moment they 
are most needed.”

OIL OF NORTHERN FIELDS SELLS 
AT HIGHER PRICES.

Work on Port Richmond Pipe Line 
Suspended—More Tank Ships Needed. 
New Earth Reservoirs—Movements on 
the Stock Board.

The Standard Ou Company has raised 
its limit, and is paying higher prices 
for Kern River oil. 

This move was not from choice, but 
the company was forced to meet the de- 
mands: of producers who were holding 
their product several cents hirher than 
the company was paying. 

Eighteen cents a barrel is th. new 
mark set by the Standard, which an- 
nounces that it is willing to take the 
product at that figure and pay cash. 
Most of the large producers of the field 
are not inclined to consider the new 
price entirely satisfactory, but the mere 
fact that the Standard has advanced its 
offer is reparded as an indication that 
by January 1 prices in the fleld will be 
something near what they should be. 
Of course much depends on the con- 
sumption and demand, but it is a well- 
known fact that the consumption of 
liquid fuel in this State is increasing at 
a lively rate. 

West Side producers, especially those 
of the McKittrick field, report improve- 
ment in the demand for the product, 
and higher prices also rule. Many buy- 
ers are in the fleld offering 15 cents a 
barrel, and some as high as 20 cents. 
Even at the latter figure few con- 
tracts have been made, as producers are 
confident prices will continue to ad- 
vance. 

Sunset producers have decided to get 
in the game, now that it is apparent 
that the days of cheap oil are passing. 
The Maricopa company has ve- 
cured permission for the construc- 
tion of a pipe line from it⸗ 
wells to the terminus of the Sunset 
road. one and a half miles, and con- 
struction is to begin at once. Since the 
recent advance in the fuci-ol] market 
many companies of the Sunset district 
have been making arrangements to 
enter the market. that ther have 
“peesed up.“ owing to cheap rates. 

The Maricopa is the first to get fn 
line. and if others intend to enter the 
market it will ug necessary for them 
to bulid pipe lines to the railroad, as 
the cost of transportation is too high. 
leaving the producer too smell a profit 

Owilng to the tnability of the Stantard 
to secure the necessary material from 
the East, work has been suspended on 
the pipe line that is to connect the 
Kern River fleld with tidewater, The 
line has reached Newman, 100 miles 
from Point Richmond, the proposed 
terminus. It now looks as though the 
delay may be long enourh to seriously 
retard the company's plans, 

MORE CARRIERS NEEDED 

Owing to the increased sh pping.
